SUCCESS IN POTATO’ GROW- 
ING. 


Good seed is the first essential 
in growing a profitable crop of 
potatocs. The seed for next sea- 
son should be carefully selected 
from your own field if youYhave a 
good clean crop. Select 
smoothest and most uniform tub- : 
ers from‘ heaviest yielding 
healthiest plants in the field. , 
These tubers will give you larger | 
yields than those procured from 
the store at random. It pays to 
pay attention to this part of the 
potato gusiness: 

In case, however, you have not | 
been able to obtain-seed which | 
you know to be, free from the po- 
tato scab,,it is advisable to use 
preventive ~meastires from the 
start. The scab is a disease in- 
fecting the tubers of the potato 
plant, and a single scabby_ seed

clean, but which has been in con-! 
tact with a scabby one, may ruin 
a whole crop: The disease may 
perpetuate itself by remaining in 
the soil or it may be carri¢d to 
new grourid on a potato bearing 
the spores,of the disease, | 

It is not practical to. sterilize 
or disinfect the soil, but it is 
practical and possible to do so 


with the tuber, and if the clean | 


or disinfected seed is planted on 
new ground the disease may be 
controlled. To disinfect the seed 
immerse them in mercuric bich- 
loride (corrosive sublimate) for 
two or more hours, using one 
ounce of mercuric bichloride to 
cight gallons of water. Another 
effective method is to use forma- 
lin instead of the sublimate, one 
ounce of formalin to two gallons 


of water. This treatment of the 
seed, together with a judicious 
rotation of crops, is sufficient 


permanently to control this dis- 
case. : 

In cutting the seed, cut them 
to one or two eyes, leaving a 
large piece of tuber for the young 
sprouts to yain nourishment from 
until they are able to obtain 
some from the soil. If cut some 
time before planting, sprinkle a 
quantity of air-slacked lime over 
them. 

Land which has been heavily 
manured the previous year is pre- 
ferable for the potato crop. Com 
mercial fertilizers have piven ex 
cellent returns with the potato, 
but whether or not they can be 
used to advantage without the 
addition of some manure, de- 
pends on the texture and on the 
amount of humus contained in 
the soil. If your land has been 
previously well manured, so that 
it is light and friable, fertilizers 
alone will be best to use. The 
following is a good formula “Yor 
potatoes:—250 pounds of nitrate 
of soda, 350; pounds acid phos- 
phate and 200 pounds of muriate 
of potash an acre.

* The greatest drawback to cab- 
bage growing is the many differ- 
ent insects which invariably at- 
tack the plant at different times. 
The principal ones are three in 
number, ‘and include the cut- 
worm, the cabbage maggot and 
the green caterpillar. The first 
two attack the plants in theinin-~ 
fancy and both at the roots. The 
first gnaws the stem right 
through and the second eats all 
the fibrous roots, causing the 
plant to wilt and die. Last of 
all comes the greem caterpillar, 
and just at a time when the 

heads are tully formed and you 

think that you are going to have 

a good crop.
